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COMMENCEMENT OF THE LOUDIC ROUS 
TRIAL OF THE QUEEN.

Phis ** mockery of justice,’ for so itis called by Sir 
Francis Osborne, 1a the Elouse of Coaunens, commenced 
on Saturday, after the rejection of Lord King’s motion 
for arresting the proceedings, by the Attorney ~General’ s 
detail of the case which he sa he was about to prove. 
The apie speceh of that gentleman was worthy of 
himself, of his masters, and of the cause in which he 
is engaged. Tf compared with the evidence of his prin- 
cipal witness, Theodere Majecchi, it will be found a 
spileful and exaggerated detail of every lithe paltry de- 
viation from eUquelte, cilher real or pretended, that an- 
ver or avarice could be bribed to remember or to make. 
It is a custom which would be far ‘* more honoured in 
the breach than the observance,” for an advoeate in 
opening his charge to take eng cence of exaggera- 
tion, and ace usation—nol 0} ly ti ) state what he meas 
fo prove, but every thing which fet may deem it politic 
to advanee, with the view of raising undue prejudices 
against the party accused. This customary meanness 
amounts so offen do knavery, thal we cannot suffer it tu 
pass uniolicedt, . | 
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we consider that the treasury of Great Britain has fur- 
nished the means, and our highest courts of law vomited 
forth their prostituted talents for the object, it would be 
a strange compliment to official knavery, so stimulated, 
to suppose its own statement of its own case would not 
appear formidable against the Queen. 

The object is clearly to establish guz/t by anference. 
The minds of the judges are to be prejudiced against the 
woman, that the Queen may be destroyed. Hence, in 
the confessed absence of all specific proof of adultery, 
an ‘* adulterous intercourse,” is to be supposed from 
what the Attorney General calls a * degrading familia- 
rity!” which he hesitates not to declare could have no 
other origin than the guilt of which he is incapable of 
offering y any satisfactory proof. This is ene reason why 
the case is to be met by a legislative measure. No court 
of judicature, not even the House of Lords as a court 
of judicature, could found any sentence upon such a 
basis. As the strict principles of legal justice would re- 
quire proof which docs not exist against her Majesty, it 
rs referred to ihe honor of the peers, no matter how that 
honor may be under the control of interest, not to say 
whether she has been guilty of adultery or not, but. 
whether that Aonor thinks there are grounds to believe 
her Majesty has evidenced this improper familiarity, from. 
which the adultery is to be presumed ! 

But one witness has yet been examined in chief. This 
witness is Theodore Majocchi, a servant of her Majesty 
during the greater part of her residence and travels 
abroad. A more suspicious witness than one who had 
been on terms of intimacy and equality with Bergfami, 
and who would naturally feel a dettle envious at his 
sudden, however well- uated exaltation, could not have 
been produced. Add to this, the probable disinclination 
to obey one whom he had before been accustomed to 
treat as his equal—and, perhaps, a natural hautiness 
which Bergami might feel on his promotion, and you 
have all the elements of interested perjury before you. 
But to this must be also added, the known character of 
the lower Italians, for a total disregard of all obligations,

the more he says to her disadvantage the better he shall 
be paid, as becoming the most import: int witness! Then 
lest his natural talents might fail him in Invention, or 
recollection, he is placed under the tuilicn of the Vi ice 
Chancellor. ant Mr. Cooke ; and so drilled, and so prepared, 
and so incited, who can be surprized that his tongue ts 
fluent enough te earn his promtsed reward. 

With this ke y to his flippan CY, tet us loek at his ev7- 
dence, as it is called ; and as Theodore was one of the 
assist tad bed-mckhers. nail selected as the opener of the 
ease, we may readily believe he tellsas much as he dare. 

first then, he knew Bergaini, as valet to General 
Pino, and recoxnized him again ai Naples, ia PSt5, as 
courier to the Princess of Wales. “Theodore himself was 
then taken, probably out of charity ai Bergami’s recom- 
mendation into the service of the Queen ; and thence he 
becomes qualificd to appear in his present character.

— Afier de posing - the vreat care taken 
to preserve a free intercourse betwe en Lire bed-rooms of 
the Queen and Bergamt, it would seem that almost for 
the express plurpose “of furnishing tae ministers with an 
evidence, this Mister Theodore himself is put to sleep in 
a little corridor betsveen them !—and he sees the Queen 
pass his bed te go to Bergaii’s room!—Then her Ma- 
jesly used to walk j na oarde n—-indeed she did !—at Na- 
ples, and Bergaimi kept —the key! The devil he did! 
Then somebody kn iced one night very hard ai Be rea- 
mi’s bed-room ¢ door, and he did not answer. The wit- 
ness believes he al have heard, if he had been there. 
Kirgo, he was with her Majesty. Admirable proof’! 
At Milan, the Prineess used to ride out sometimes. and 
the witness saw Berpami pal hishands round her waist,

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—}ift her upon the ass!) Would any but asses legislate 
npon such tesumony. At Milan, and Venice also, the 
Queen and Bergami walked arm-in-arm, and Bergami 
frequently sat with her at table. V ery unceremonious, 
we confess; but where is the criminality ? At the villa 
Villani, the Queen, it appears, gave, or lent io Bergarat, 
a blne sill bed gown, which he was “often seen to Wear 
This is most conclusive evidence of adultery ! we dare 
say, With Mr. Attorney-General. At Messina, again, 
the bed-rooms of the parties were so very close, ‘that 
there was ovéy one room between them, and ovdya lady 
slept in tiat room ;—so that in reality, Bergami could 
vel to the doer of the bed-room of the Queen, if he 
could have got into the bed-roem of the lady sleeping in 
the intermediate room. And because he ‘could, if he 
could, he did, that he did! Sir Rebert Gifford must be 
delighted with his cause ! 

Bergami was taken il at Catania, and the Queen ticre 
directed this TAcodore, this witness to warm the bed, and 
make it clean and nice! What an evideuce this of her 
evil propeusities! But then Bergami was sitting in the 
room, and wes only parily dres sed—thit is to say, he 
Was ina morning gown ; and had not dressed himself for 
a bak, beeause he was iil, and was going to bed! On 
fhe road to Jerusalem, Bergami slept, says the witness, 
in the same tent with the Chee n; and that a little bed, 
ant a sofa were placed in the interior of ihe tent, for 
that purpose. Tie adds that they slept by day, and tra- 
velled in the night, as is usual in “a countries. On 
her return by sea, the same tent was erected on the 
deck, and the same custom was observed if the witness 
1s to be believed ; and in addition he says that baths were 
construeled on board the vessel, and that Bergami wa 
her attendant while bathing. These, with an cuillina 
detail of stl more trifling matters, are intended to con- 

vey the idea that a criminal intercourse must have taken 
place, in the absence of all proof that iit did. But this 
Witness a besides that he saw Bergami ¢iwzce kiss 
the Princess. Only frezce, mark that Master Brook ! 
hy joutnegs of so many months, : and curing a familiarity 
of intercourse which is branded as of the most disgrace- 
fu? description, we have from this male-chambermaid 
evicle hee ot only {res ASSES. anid Hhase aiven al two par! 

Can such a witness be beheved 
In any thing ¢ This, with seme appearances about the 
beds, as if two had slept i in one, and nobody in the other, 
is the sum and substance of this fellow’s evidence. 

Now let us turn to the earlier proceedings against her 
Majesty, and contrast this man’s tale with what was ac- 
tually sworn against the Princess—not by an /talian 
knave—not bya \ discarded servant, but by bosom friends, 
titled visitors, a British — and lady—the renowned 
Sir John and Lady Douglas! It is now universally ad- 
mitted they were notoriously perjured ; that all their 
depositions were lies invented to serve the unhallowed 
purpose of personal aggrandisement. [tis in vain to 
say that human nature js not so base as to furnish such 
miscreants! There they are, recorded, “* damned to 
everlasting shame!” Turn to the evidence of Lady 
Douglas. See what a consistent, plain, open, and ap- 
parent candid story she tells. Her evidence, compared 
with that of this Italian, might challenge universal cre- 
dence. Yet it was all a lic! an odious damned lie! the 
result of an infamous conspiracy, of which the Queen 
declares, the present attempt against her is only a rami- 
fication— prepared by the same parties, and organized 
by the same means. Who were the parties r Aye, 
that’s the question. We may guess af them: we may 
vo further, and ask who pr omoted Sit John Douglas after

FP was brought th 
bed on the 22d of July, 1802. The Princess insisted on bei lig 
present. T determimed that she should not, but IT meant to 
avoid it without offending her. On the day on which I was 
brought to bed, she caine to ny house and insisted on coming 
in, Dr. Mackie, who attended me, locked the door on the 
opposite side of the ——, but there was another door on the 
opposite side of the room, which was notlocked, and she came 
inet that door, and was present during the time of the labour 
and took the Ere assoon as it was born, and said she was 
very glad she had seen the whole of it. The Princess’s preg- 
nancy appeared to me to be verv visible. She wore a cushion 
behind and make Mis. Sander make one for me. During my 
fying-in the Princess came one day with Mrs. Fitzgerald. She 


sent ‘Mrs. PF, away, and took a chair, and sate by my bedside. 


She said you wil] hear of iny taking children in b: iskets, but 
you won't take any notice of it. I shall have them brought by 
a poor woman in a basket. IT shall do it asa cover to have my 
own brought to me in that way ; or, that is the way in which | 
must have my own brought when L have it. Very soon after 
this two children, who were twins, were brought by a poor 
woman in a basket. Vhe Princess took them, and had them 
carried up into her reom, and the Princess waslied them herself. 
The Princess told me this herself. The father a few days after- 
wards, came and insisted on having the children, and they were 
given fohim. ‘Lhe Princess afterwards said to me, ** Yon see I 
took the children, and it answered very well.” The father had 
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sot them back, and she could not blame him: that she should 
cake other children, and have quite a nursery. I saw the Prin- 
cess on a Sunday, either the 50th or 31st October, 1802, walk- 
ing before her door. She was dressed so as to conceal her 
pregnancy. She had a long c loak, and a very great muff. She 
had just returned from Greenwich Church. She looked very 
ill, and I thought must be very near her time, 

About a week or ten days afier this, I received a note from 
the Princess, to desire that I would not come to Montague 
House, for they were apprehensive that the children they had 
taken had had the measles in their clothes, and that she was 
afraid my child might take it. When the Princess came to sce 
me during my lying-in, she told me that, when she should be 
brought to bed, she wishe d I would not come to her for some 
time, for she might be confused in seeing me. About the end 
of December | went to Gloucestershire, and stayed there about 
a month. When f returned, which was in Janu: iry, T went to 
Montague House, aud was let in. The Princess was ‘packing up 
something i ina black box. Upon the sofa a child was lying, 
covered over with a piece of red cloth. The Princess got up, 
and took me by the hand. She then led me to the sofa, and 
said, there is the chiid, [ had him only two days after P saw 
you. The words were, either Thad bin, or [ was brought to 
bed: the words were such as clearly imported that it was her 
own child. She said she got ver ry well through it; she showed 
me a mark on the child’s hand, itis a pink mark. The Princess 
said, she has a mark hike your little girl, I saw the child after- 
wards frequently with the Princess quite till Christmas, 1863, 
when [lett Blackheath, I saw the mark upon the child’s hand 
and [Tam sure that it was the same child, | never saw any other 
child there. ‘Phe Princess Charlotte used to see the child aud 
play with him. ‘fhe child used to cail the Princess of Wales 
“ Mamma.” | saw the child leoking at the wmdow of the 
Princess’s house about a month ago, before the Princess went 
into Devonshire, and ! aa sure that it is the same child. Not 
long after I had first seen the child, the Priacess said, that she 
had the child at diret fo sleep with her tor a few nights 5; but it 
made her nervous, and now they had got a regular nurse for 
her. 

She said, we give it a little milk at first, but if was too much 
for me, and now we breed it by hand, and it does very well. 1 
ean swear positively that the child [ saw at the window is the 

satne child as the Princess told me she had two d; ays after she 
parted with me. “Phe child was called William. 1 never heard 
that it had any other name. When the child was in long clothes 
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the law advisers of the crown at that day, that they 
should sutfer the perjurers to escape by their connivance. 
Lhe tribunal was doubtless eompetcnt to indict for 
perjury; but such an indictment would have had 
consequeiwes for which the tribunal was not prepared. 
Sir John and Lady Douglas might not have perjured 
themselves, if they had not been certain of impunity, 
and if prosecuted, they might have named their employ- 
ers, nod unveiled the hiddea part of the drama. — It be- 
eame necessary therefore to sereen them by a most. 
shameful prevarication ; and it was broadly as falsely 
announeed, that the law could not reach their treachery, 
to screen others from public indignation. 

Weare also compelled to suspect that the present wit- 
nesses against the Queen may find a protection from the 
consequences of perjury, in the uneonstitutional nature 
of the Court, before which she has been compelled to 
appear. The question about the responsibility of the 
witnesses Was raised on Monday by Lord Erskine, who 
** observed it might be expedient to come immediately 
to an understanding with regard to the situation of the 
witnesses after they had given their testimony. It might 
be material, he added, to the ends of justice, that they 
should be placed in a situation of security, and be forth- 
coming, if on a subsequent occasion their presence 
should be found necessary.” To this remark, the Lord 
Chancellor, with his usual cunning, remarked, “‘ that in 
accordance with the usual course of their proceedings, 
the wetnesses might be questioned before their depar- 
ture from the liouse, as to WHERE THEY WERE ABOUT 
ro GO!T!’—and, thinking to get rid of the question, by 
a side-wind, the Chancellor moved “ that the witnesses 
do attend from day to day, till further orders,’ as he 
agreed they ought to be kept within call, and remain 
in attendance till the end of the cause. Lord King, 
however, did not seem satisfied with the consolation, that 
he might ask such fellows where they were about to go? 
Wherever they went, he was quite sure an English Court 
of Judicature would never find them again; and pro- 
bably remembering how perjury was screened before, he 

expressed a wish that the house should distinctly un- 
derstand tn what situation the witnesses would be 
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placed, and that it» hould be known Whether on thei 
coming to that bar, they would he liable on the evidence 
they gave, to an inulictinent for perjury?” This was 
a hume question —and what was the reply? One, that 
in our decided opinions, is intended to vive the negative 
to the enquiry—to proclaim that perjury may be com- 
mitted with ee ai the bar of the house, during 
the progress of this bill of Pains and Penalties. The 
poor Lord Chancellor auswered, that * if the noble fords 
“question were put to his erperience—he could give No 
* ANSWER!” Who woul not imagine that a Lord 
Chancellor, who could give such a reply, was but just 
metamorphosed out of some country-barrister, who had 
not yet received his first brief? Tf the question be put 
to his experience, he can give no answer, Yet he has 
been a lawyer half a century, and monopolized the 
Woolsack for more than i alf that period. tf his expe- 
rience could not enable him to answer such a point, 
his observation must be good for little. Perhaps he did 
not know whether to say they would be indictable for 
perjury would ultimately suit the views of his colleazues ; 
so that an evasive answer was most politic. But as an 
impression that the witnesses were not indictable for 
perjury ; Was calculated lo render their testimony re- 
ceived with much distrust, though his experience in prac- 

ee could not answer the i question, “on geeeral princi- 
ples, he would state his opinion thal the witnesses might 
be prosecuted at law for perjury.” tferaight have said as 
much for the tribunal which received the evidence of Lady 
Douglas. Bul isnot tis a conte ssion that his‘ experic nee,” 
and ** cene val prine ip les, areatrarcance ? ts itnot saying, 
that as his ** expericnce” could not tell what would hap- 
pear, or What might be requisite, he couid not say whe- 
ther ihe question would be decided upon principle, er 
not? Lord Sine still pressed the matter, and Lord 
Liverpool remarked “* that a Ais apprehension, (mark 
that) what might be done im a case of impeachment 
might also be done on this occasion.” Bui the only 
security we have is only the ““apprehe nsion” of Lord 
Liverpool, against the experience of the Lord Chan- 
cellor! So the witnesses have a tolerably coo 


chance of escaping like Lady Douelas, let) them 
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swear as much as they please. He is to be regretted that 
Lord King should not have followed up the mat- 
ter, until he obtained ai posctere answer. There 
could be no excuse for not settling the point; for 
the judges were in attendance, and their experience 
might have helped out the experience of the Chancellor. 
[t is mockery to leave a doubt on such a subject, besides 
the vilest injustice. The House of Commons, it isknown 
has no power to excuaine upon cath ; and if is a matter 
of dispute whether the Lfouse of Lords has such power, 
In iis lewisialive capacity :-—so that toleave tie pola ul- 
settled. bs to Cecere lhe door ti pie for PrOrpury.

219. A more impregnable and lasting fence for the protection 
of the church of E nglan: d, the zeal of this parliament (1072-3) 
raised, by obtaining the royal assent to the Test Act, which ex- 
cluded from any office or pl. ice of trust and profits, all who 
did not renounce the doctrine of transubsiantiation, and receive 
the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, according to the form of 
the church of Engiand. {ft is a curious and memorable circum - 
stance, that an act, which shuts the door of preferment against 
the Protestant dissenters, and doomed them to the same poli- 
tical incapacity with Roman Catholics, not only passed without 
any opposition from the former, but that it was promoted by 
the most respectable leaders of their party. This concession 
of the protestant dissenters, has been often applauded by their 
friends, as a singular example of prudence aad generosity, be- 
cause they sacrificed their riglits and resentments to the dread 
of impending popery, and the security of the reformed religion. 
Their conduct on this occasion, whether examined by the rules 
of probity, or the dictates of enlightened charity, will be found 
deserving of explicit and marked expressions of condemnation, 
Professing to vuard against Popery, did not the dissenters act 
under the influence of its worst principles? Did they not aban- 
don their rights as men and as Christians ?—rights, the renun- 
ciation of which, for a single day, no fear of danger, no pros- 
pect of future peace, can justify at the tribunal of conscience. 
‘The event of providence has instructed us, by this and every s1- 
milar experiment, to reprobate the imprude nee, as well as thie 
immorality of that maxim, ‘ that it is lawful to do evil when

Tt is recorded, that when the celebrated Dr. Mead 
commenced practice, his sage friend, old Dr. Radcliffe, thus 
addressed him ; “ There are two ways, my boy, for a physician 
to treat his patient, either to bully or cajole them. Ihave 
taken the first, and done very well as you see; you may 
take the latter and perhaps do as well.” Now, remembering 
this anecdote, “and knowing that these two learned ones rose to 
ereat eminence, by each following one of these principles, our 
wise doctors of the state jumped at once on the conclusion, 
that it was only necessary (in the weighty and serious case now 
in hand,) to set both these rules in action ‘together, and a radical 
cure would be efiected instanter. Admirable logicians ! Threat- 
ening and coaxing ere each very well in their Way, but like the 
‘ majestas et amor’ of the poet, they beat not in unison, nor do 
they produce harmouy in their approxini ation, This erand 
empirical experiment having failed, its sensible authors are sim- 
plifying their operations, and confining their practice to the 
bullying svstem. But it willnot do; the age is far a-head of 
the paltry imposture and impudence of our siate quacks, who 
having nearly exhausted their stock of trick and mysticism and 
deceit, will very soon be forced into the cultivation of common 
sense and common honesty. 

Emboldened by the failure of the regular Whigs of the col- 
lege, two irregular practitioners have tendered their services. 
Of the ill success of the first of these, Dr. Wi/berforee, we need 
only say that the application of his nostrum has nearly driven 
its clumsy inventor out of practice. Of Dr. Russell and his 

vaunted, but untried specific, we will say a few words. And 
first as to the time.
